The one-play drive was set up by a Trojan 20-yard 
punt. 

The Warriors had threatened to score on the previous drive but 
a turnover gave Delta possession on its three-yard-line. 

The Warriors continued their dominance of Delta by scoring 
on the first possession of the second half — a three-yard run by 
Johnny Beamon of New Hope. The six-play, 68-yard march was 
highlighted by Hall’s 49-yard pass to Hunt to the three-yard-line, 

The Trojans, now down 28-0, drove into Warrior territory on 
their next possession but the threat ended when linebacker Layton 
Holcomb of Oak Grove intercepted Leavy’s pass on the EC 42. 

The Warriors would later turn the ball over deep in Delta terri- 
tory, ending a scoring opportunity at the 18-yard-line late in third 
period action. 

EC’s final points of the day came midway in the fourth quar- 
ter on Franklin’s 31-yard field goal, capping a 15-play, 83-yard 
march.
